Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Ofhcer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work 
in  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1958. 

The  health  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the 
Report ; there  are,  however,  certain  features  on  which  I should  like 
to  comment. 


The  population  of  the  Urban  District  rose  during  the  year  by 
1,440  to  29,980  ; this  increase  was,  once  again  to  a large  extent, 
accounted  for  by  the  rehousing  of  Gateshead  “ overspill  ” families 
on  the  Learn  Lane  Estate.  The  natural  increase  in  population, 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  323. 


The  Birth  Rate  of  21T  shows  an  increase  for  the  fourth  successive 
year,  and  the  standardised  Birth  Rate  is  again  well  above  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a substantial  decrease  in  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate,  which  is  well  below  the  national  rate ; both  these 
rates  are  the  lowest  on  record. 

Although  the  Death  Rate  of  10-4  again  shows  a reduction  from 
the  previous  year,  the  standardised  Death  Rate  still  exceeds  that  for 
England  and  Wales.  Heart  Disease  continues  to  be  the  principal 
cause  of  death.  Respiratory  Disease  occupies  third  place  amongst 
principal  causes  of  death,  and  there  were  more  than  three  times 
as  many  males  as  females  in  this  category. 

An  important  development  in  the  field  of  Preventive  Medicine 
has  been  the  increased  scope  of  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  ; 
during  the  year  almost  2,000  people,  mostly  children,  received 
injections. 

In  the  environmental  sphere,  pollution  of  river  and  atmosphere 
continue  to  give  cause  for  concern. 

With  regard  to  the  former,  the  foul  condition  of  the  River  Tyne 
continues  to  become  progressively  worse  and  more  offensive.  The 
Local  Authorities,  situated  on  the  river,  continue  to  hold  occasional

joint  meetings  ; they  have  been  advised,  as  a result  of  prolonged  tests, 
that  trunk  sewers,  discharging  untreated  sewage  into  the  sea  near 
the  river  mouth,  would  be  impracticable  although  they  agreed  that 
further  investigation  should  be  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  King’s 
College,  Newcastle.  It  is  worth  emphasising  that  the  only  Local 
Authority  on  the  lower  reaches  of  the  Tyne  with  a Sewage  Treatment 
Plant  is  the  Urban  District  of  Felling  ; this  is  further  referred  to 
on  page  17. 

With  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution,  however,  the  situation  is 
much  more  encouraging.  Many  of  the  Tyneside  authorities  are 
now  making  use  of  the  powers  given  them  by  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956.  In  the  Urban  District  of  Felling  towards  the  end  of  1958, 
proposals  were  submitted  in  connection  with  the  first  smoke  control 
area  in  the  district  and  these  proposals  have  since  received  Govern- 
ment approval.  The  area  concerned  comprises  the  Learn  Lane 
Housing  Estate  with  an  area  of  366  acres  and,  when  completed, 
approximately  3,700  houses.  The  relevant  Smoke  Control  Order 
should  come  into  force  next  year. 

I make  no  apology  for  once  again  referring  to  lung  cancer ; 
during  the  year  there  were  12  deaths,  all  in  men,  from  this  disease. 
Let  not  the  fair  sex,  however,  consider  themselves  immune,  for, 
with  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  women  with  a long  history 
of  cigarette  smoking,  the  female  death  rate  from  this  disease  is  now 
beginning  to  rise  rapidly  and  will  eventually  catch  up  with  that  of 
the  less  fortunate  males. 

Addiction  to  cigarettes  involves  a serious  personal  hazard  to 
health  which  millions  of  people  are  willing  to  accept  readily.  The 
example  set  to  children  and  young  people,  in  this  connection,  is  a 
personal  responsibility  which,  although  unaccepted  by  many,  should 
not  be  lightly  shelved  by  all  who  may  exert  influence  over  the  rising 
generation. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  Chairmen,  Members  of  the 
Council,  other  Officials,  and  my  Staff  in  the  Health  Department.

(b)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(1)  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  shape  of  the  Urban  District  is  roughly  a square.  The 
northern  boundary  is  formed  by  the  River  Tyne,  whose  banks  are 
steep  sided.  Felling  foreshore  is  about  two  miles  long.  The  western 
and  southern  extents  of  the  Urban  District  are  the  boundaries  of 
Gateshead  County  Borough  and  of  Washington  Urban  District^ 
respectively.  In  the  east  the  northern  half  of  the  Urban  District 
abuts  on  to  that  of  Elebburn  Urban  District  and  the  southern  half 
on  to  Boldon  Urban  District.  Part  of  the  southern  boundary  is 
formed  by  Gateshead  Fell,  which  rises  to  about  600  feet  above  sea 
level.  From  here  there  is  a gradual  fall  to  the  River. 

The  main  industries  in  the  district  are  coal  mining,  engineering, 
the  manufacture  of  paints  and  chemicals,  upholstery  and  soft  goods, 
and  brick  making.

(4)  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

These  works,  which  were  opened  in  June,  1955,  deal  with 
sewage  from  the  major  portion  of  the  Learn  Lane  Estate  and  they 
were  fully  described  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  1955.  Operating  experience  has  shown  that  drying 
of  sludge  during  the  winter  is  almost  impossible,  and  for  this  reason 
five  additional  drying  beds,  with  an  area  of  1,000  square  yards,  have 
been  constructed.  It  was  also  decided  to  extend  the  works  by  the 
addition  of  one  sedimentation  tank,  two  bacteria  beds,  and  one 
humus  tank,  thus  enabling  the  plant  ultimately  to  serve  a population 
of  16,000.  These  extensions  were  still  under  construction  at  the 
end  of  1958  and  have  since  been  completed.  During  the  year  the 
population  served  increased  from  an  estimated  9,400  to  an  estimated 
11,400.  The  volume  of  wet  sludge  (95  per  cent,  moisture)  increased 
during  the  year  from  an  estimated  500,000  gallons  to  an  estimated 
670,000  gallons. 

The  following  table  shows  the  operating  results,  for  the  year, 
measured  at  the  works.  In  addition,  from  time  to  time,  samples  of 
the  final  effluent  are  examined  by  the  Pollution  Prevention  Depart- 
ment of  the  Northumberland  and  Tyneside  River  Board ; the 
results  of  these  examinations  have  always  been  completely  satis- 
factory.

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Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis . 

This  branch  of  preventive  medicine  continues  to  assume  great 
importance  with  increased  supplies  of  vaccine  and  further  extension 
of  eligible  categories  in  the  scheme. 

The  table  below  sets  out  the  numbers  immunised  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  Towards  the  end  of  1958  authority  was  given 
to  proceed  with  immunisation  of  the  older,  15  to  25  years  old,  age 
groups  and  also  third  injections,  and  this  work  commenced  early  in 
1959.  The  number  shown  in  column  three  as  awaiting  injection  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  accounted  for  by  the  shortage  of  supply  of 
the  vaccine,  which  was  erratic  and  intermittent  throughout  the  year. 
The  supply  position  remained  difficult  during  early  1959,  but  more 
recently  has  greatly  improved.

The  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  Hebburn  Ambulance  Depot 
at  1,  St.  John’s  Avenue,  Hebburn  (Telephone  83-2157).  The 
construction  of  the  new  Hebburn  Depot  at  Ushaw  Road  is  almost 
complete  and  this  will  offer  greatly  improved  facilities  and  accom- 
modation. 

The  Depot  is  manned  by  a clerk-telephonist  from  8 a.m.  to 
4 p.m. ; during  the  remaining  16  hours  of  the  day  calls  are  received 
by  the  driver  on  duty,  who  passes  them  to  the  Co-ordinating  Control 
near  Durham,  which  has  been  in  operation  since  1st  April,  1958,  and 
ensures  an  improved  and  more  efficient  service.

The  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  returned  from  H.M.  Forces 
early  in  January  and,  after  qualifying  in  April,  was  appointed 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  thus  bringing  the  Staff  up  to 
full  strength.  This  meant  that  more  time  could  be  given  to  Food 
Hygiene  and  other  work  which  has  been  curtailed  due  to  Staff 
shortage.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1.  (a)  Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  a smallholder’s  cottage  situated  on  high 
ground  in  the  south  part  of  the  area  and  a railway  signalman’s  cottage 
near  the  south  boundary,  the  area  generally  is  supplied  with  water 
from  the  mains  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company, 
A small  portion  of  the  south-east  part  of  the  district,  adjoining  the 
Hebburn  boundary,  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the 
Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company. 

(i)  The  supply  to  the  area  on  the  whole  is  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

(ii)  Regular  examinations  are  made  of  the  supply. 

(hi)  There  is  little  likelihood  of  plumbo  solvent  action. 

{h)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Follingsby  Lane  are  now  in  full 
use  and  drain  a considerable  part  of  the  new  Learn  Lane  Estate. 
The  present  capacity  of  the  works  is  being  increased  to  cater  for 
16,000  people  instead  of  11,000  as  at  present.  The  remainder  of  the 
area  is  drained  by  sewers  discharging  direct  into  the  River  Tyne. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Tyne  is  the  only  large  waterway  and  this  serves  as  a 
common  sewer  for  the  many  townships  along  its  banks.  The  other 
stream  running  through  this  district  is  known  as  the  River  Don, 
which  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

3.  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximately  10,185  water  closets  and  12  ash  closets 
in  the  area.  The  ash  closets  are  situated  at  farms  or  other  outlying 
premises  where  no  sewerage  is  available. 


4.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of  mechanical  trans- 
port. Four  C.K.3  10  cubic  yard  Hydraulic  Tipping  Vehicles  are  in 
use  for  this  purpose.  With  the  increasing  number  of  houses  being 
built  on  the  Learn  Lane  Estate,  a further  vehicle  is  to  be  provided 
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next  year.  A once- weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  through- 
out the  year.  When  inclement  weather,  with  heavy  snow,  occurs, 
these  vehicles  are  used  for  snow  clearance,  but  as  soon  as  conditions 
are  sufficiently  improved  the  vehicles  return  to  refuse  collection,  and 
the  once- weekly  collection  cycle  has  very  rarely  been  exceeded.

One  hundred  and  forty-four  defective  bins  were  replaced  by 
B.S.S.  dust  bins  from  the  stock  of  the  Cleansing  Department  by 
sales  to  local  property-owners. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  A disused  clay 
quarry,  situated  in  the  Low  Heworth  Lane,  is  being  filled  in  by  this 
method.  The  longest  haul  is  approximately  two  miles.  When 
tipping  is  completed,  it  is  intended  that  the  site  will  be  developed 
for  recreational  purposes. 

5.  Gulley  Emptying  and  Street  Sweeping. 

Two  Mechanical  Gulley  Emptiers  are  in  use  in  the  area. 

Street  sweeping  is  carried  out  partly  by  the  use  of  two  road 
sweeper-collectors  and  partly  by  the  gang  method. 

6.  Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  Public  Baths  nor  Swimming  Pools  at  present 
within  the  Urban  District  but  it  is  intended  that  a Swimming  Pool 
be  erected  in  the  future  under  the  development  scheme  for  the  Learn 
Lane  Estate. 
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7.  Schools. 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  a number  of  schools 
in  the  area  regarding  sanitary  and  washing  facilities. 


8.  Smoke  Abatement. 

In  November  the  Council  considered  a report  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspector  and  approved,  in 
principle,  a proposal  to  declare  a Smoke  Control  Area  comprising 
the  area  bounded  by  White  House  Lane,  Learn  Lane,  The  Pontop 
and  Jarrow  Wagonway  (Lingey  Lane),  Sunderland  Road,  High  Lane 
East  and  the  Upper  Heworth  Wagonway.  This  is  the  Learn  Lane 
Estate  with  a small  number  of  additional  houses  bordering  the 
Estate.  There  will  be  approximately  some  3,700  dwellings  when 
the  Estate  is  completed  in  the  near  future,  and  the  area  covered  is 
approximately  400  acres. 

In  June  two  deposit  gauges  and  two  lead  peroxide  instruments 
were  put  into  use.  One  set  of  each  were  sited  in  Felling  Park  to 
cover  the  central  area  and  at  the  sewage  works  at  Follingsby  near 
the  south-east  boundary.

Nuisance  in  this  district  is  sometimes  caused  by  fumes  dis- 
charging from  Pit  heaps.  Two  collieries — one  situated  in  the  South 
Ward  and  one  in  the  East  Ward  of  the  area  — have  each  a heap 
emitting  sulphurous  fumes  when  the  wind  is  in  a certain  direction, 
which  causes  discomfort  and  annoyance  to  the  inhabitants  in  this 
and  adjoining  districts. 

Informal  action  was  taken  in  12  cases  to  abate  smoke  nuisance, 
and  conditions  showed  great  improvement. 


9.  Rodent  Control. 

A rodent  operator  is  employed  in  the  Health  Department,  and 

he  deals  with  all  rat  and  mice  infestations  and  the  treatments  of 
sewers. 

All  complaints  received  are  investigated  and  treated  where 
required ; routine  visits  and  inspections  in  the  area  are  also  carried  out. 

Due  to  various  circumstances  normal  poisons  at  times  cannot 
be  used,  and  in  cases  such  as  these  A.N.T.U.,  Warfarin,  Tomorin^ 
and  in  some  cases  Arsenious  Oxide,  are  used. 

After  any  poisoning,  post-baiting  is  carried  out.  Warfarin 
generally  being  used  for  this  purpose,  to  determine  if  the  infestation 
has  been  completely  eradicated. 

Rodent  extermination  work,  using  the  techniques  recommended 
by  the  Ministry,  is  carried  out  in  this  area  and  in  most  cases  complete 
eradication  is  obtained  after  initial  poisoning,  but  in  every  case 
post-baiting  is  carried  out  as  a routine  procedure.

Complaints  are  often  received  of  beetle  or  other  infestation, 
and  powders  containing  a suitable  insecticide  are  issued  as  required. 
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Where  a serious  infestation  occurs,  the  dwelling  is  treated  by  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

A number  of  enquiries  were  received  for  advice  on  treatment  of 
furniture  beetle  infestations.  Where  such  an  infestation  occurs  in 
a Council  dwelling,  the  Health  Department  staff  deal  with  this 
problem.  Where  the  infestation  is  severe  the  affected  woodwork  is 
removed  and  burnt  and  is  replaced  by  suitably  treated  wood,  after 
spraying  and  other  precautions  have  been  taken.  At  prescribed 
times,  spraying  is  carried  out  in  all  known  cases  of  furniture  beetle 
in  Council  dwellings.  Where  slight  infestation  occurs,  injection  of 
the  holes  with  a hypodermic  syringe  containing  a suitable  insecticide 
has  been  found  to  be  most  effective.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
after  treatment  has  been  carried  out  over  a period  in  these  dwellings 
there  is  a definite  reduction  in  the  degree  of  infestation,  and  in  some 
cases  after  a period  of  three  years  or  more  the  infestation  would  appear 
to  have  been  completely  eradicated.

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

MILK 

(Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised) 
REGULATIONS,  1949. 

Seventeen  licences  to  dealers  to  use  the  special  designation, 
“ Pasteurised,”  and  80  licences  to  dealers  to  use  the  special  designa- 
tion, “ Sterilised,”  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Three  supplementary  licences  for  “ Pasteurised  ” milk,  four  for 
“ Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  ” milk,  and  three  for  “ Sterilised  ” 
milk  were  issued  during  the  year. 


(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Two  private  slaughterhouses  were  in  use  in  the  area  and  all 
carcases  were  inspected.

No  Clean  Food  Guild  has  been  established  in  the  area,  nor  are 
any  organised  lectures  given  to  Food  Traders.  It  has  been  found 
that  more  can  be  accomplished  by  personal  contact  with  persons 
engaged  in  food  handling  than  by  any  organised  addresses. 

As  in  previous  years,  lectures  have  been  given  to  various  local 
bodies  on  several  subjects,  including  food  hygiene,  and  these  have 
resulted  in  considerable  discussion  which  would  indicate  that  the 
housewife  is  now  taking  a keener  interest  in  the  subject  of  food 
hygiene.

The  stalf  shortage  being  eased,  a full  drive  was  instituted  on  the 
inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  area  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
full  records  were  obtained  of  all  premises,  and  a number  of  Notices 
requiring  various  works  to  be  carried  out  were  served,  and,  in  most

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  the  Prevention  and  Control 
of  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases 


The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  1958 
showed  a substantial  decrease  from  837  to  316.  This  decrease  of 
521  was  largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  was  no  recurrence 
of  the  Measles  epidemic  on  the  scale  of  1956-57,  the  number  of 
cases  notified  being  less  by  453. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year  decreased  by  12  to  30,  thus  reverting  approximately  to  the 
figures  for  1955-56.  During  1957  the  number  of  new  cases  discovered 
by  the  Mass  X-ray  Unit  was  12.  This  important  method  of  case- 
finding was  not  available  during  1958,  but  the  unit  was  later  able  to 
visit  the  district  in  1959.  More  than  half  of  all  the  new  cases  occurred 
in  patients  under  the  age  of  35.  Gateshead  “ overspill  ” families 
rehoused  on  the  Learn  Lane  Estate  have  a proportion  of  previously- 
notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  there  were  37  such  inward  transfers 
during  the  year. 

Measles. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  154,  compared 
with  607  in  1957.  The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  during  the 
last  few  weeks  of  the  year  and  proved  to  be  the  beginning  of  a similar 
epidemic  extending  into  the  first  two  or  three  months  of  1959,  thus 
following  the  common  biennial  epidemic  pattern.  Although  there 
were  less  cases  than  in  the  1956-57  outbreak,  the  illness  was  generally 
of  a more  severe  nature,  complications  were  more  common  and,  in 
a few  instances,  admission  to  hospital  was  required. 

Whooping  Cough. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a reduction  in  the  number  of  cases 
notified  to  58,  compared  with  81  in  1957.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly 
emphasised  that  whooping  cough  may  sometimes  be  a most  serious 
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disease  in  young  children  and  can  cause  permanent  damage  to  the 
lungs.  The  protection  afforded  by  immunisation  is  of  undoubted 
value  and  has  been  undertaken  on  a considerable  scale  by  General 
Practitioners  in  the  district  for  the  past  few  years.  Since  the  1st 
April,  1958,  immunisation  has  also  been  available  at  the  Local 
Health  Authority  Clinics. 

Dysentery. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  rose  by  seven  to 
50  ; of  these,  however,  only  16  were  confirmed  bacteriologically,  as 
in  most  cases  early  treatment  had  already  begun.  It  has  long  been 
recognised  that  Sonne  Dysentery  is  endemic  throughout  Tyneside 
and  the  mild  nature  of  the  symptoms  results  in  many  undiagnosed 
cases  perpetuating  the  infection. 

Food  Poisoning. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  rose  by  six  to 
nine.  Of  these,  however,  only  two  cases  were  confirmed  bacterio- 
logically. Each  of  the  notified  cases  occurred  independently  and 
there  was  no  outbreak  in  which  any  foodstuff  was  found  to  be 
responsible.
